Prepare your cows for 
a Big a Letdown 


I N reccmt ti^ts on a largo dairy herd, a tw o-m an 
team m achine-m ilked 54 cows in an hour. T h a t’s 
ju st about a cow a m inute. T hey were using th e 
new correct m ilking methixl which often cu ts m ilk­ 
ing tim e in half. T im e and labor are saved, m ore 
milk is obtained, herd profits are increased, and 
th e danger o f m astitis is lessened. T he new m ethod 
car. be used on herds of any size, w hether m achine 
o r h an d -milked. 
To prepare your cows for a quick letdow n of 
m ilk. firs., m assage th e udder vigorously for 20 
seconds with a very w arm cloth (130° F .), w rung 
o u . of a civlorine (250 p arts per million) solution. 
Second, draw tw o or three stream s from each 
q u a rte r into a strip c u p —which rem oves milk of 
high bacterial count and perm its inspection for 
abnorm al m ilk indicating m astitis. These two 
step s stim ulate the cow’s m ilk glands and cause 
h er to let dow n in a lo u t 40 seconds. 
M ilking 
should be started w ithin a m inute after udder 
maiwage and finished w ithin four m inutes, includ­ 
ing brief stripping either by hand or m achine. I t 
rn good practice to sterilize te a t cups in a chlorine 
solu tio n after each cow is m ilked. 
M ost cows respond to this correct m ilking m eth ­ 
o d . Giving heifers an occasional udder massage 
before they freshen helps develop them into fast 
m ilkers. In tile case of cows n ot previously trained 
fo r fast m ilking, m ost of them will respond to 
fa ste r m ilking if m ilking tim e in shortened gradu- 
■ally iO from three to four m inutes. 
An excellent illustrated circular w hich gives full 
d etails on this m ethod of m ilking m ay be obtained 
from Hie U niversity o f W isconsin, M adison, W is­ 
consin.

The importance of agriculture and agricultural production was certainly 
impressed on the average Briton during the war. Food and food produc­ 
tion for fighting men and working women were items of first import-amx*. 
The English farmer did a marvelous job of increasing and maintaining 
production.

Many have thought th at all the effort was on crop production. This is 
not the fact. Despite the need for all the human food it was possible to 
produce, the farmers and breeders of Britain have m aintained their 
herds and flocks. There were some shifts and changes in livestock pro­ 
duction, but the importance of livestock to agriculture and the impor­ 
tance of livestock production to hum an welfare were never more fully 


Here is a lesson for us all. I t Isn’t theory, but fact brought into sharp­ 
est focus in a people’s fight for existence—th a t nothing is more important 
to a nation's economy than her agriculture, and nothing is more necessary 
to good agriculture than a balanced livestock program. 


MINERAL SUPPLEMENT FOR WHITER FEEDING CATTLE 
It has long been known that minerals are necessary for the 
health of animals and even for life itself. Those minerals most 
likely to be Lacking in winter feeds 
ore calcium or lime, phosphorus, 
and common salt. 
M any of tile 
roughages fed to ca tile may be short 
in minerals or grown on soils of low 
fertility. When cattle are fed such 
feeds, they must be supplied with 
a mineral supplem ent containing 
salt, lime and phosphorus. Also 
valuable in this mineral supple­ 
ment are small quantities of other 
so-called "trace elements” such as 
cobalt, iron, manganese, copper 
and iodine. Although only small 
amounts of these latter minerals 
are needed, each plays a part, in 
building a strong, healthy anunal.

FARM ERS AND LABORERS 
WASHINGTON. - It give* no Joy 
to issue storm w arnings. But tho 
price-wage turm oil of today m ay 
have equal or even greater reper­ 
cussions next spring when farm ers 
lf ",e their food subsidies. 
What m ost people don’t realise is 
that the public is squarely in be­ 
tween two powerful, well-organized 
pressure groups, both with very con­ 
flicting interests, both som etim es 
taking a public-be-damned attitude. 
One ia organized labor. The other 
is the farm organizations, which, 
while they can’t strike, can and will 
exert effective pressure when subsi­ 
dies are removed. 
Both groups work against each 
other in the following m anner: When 
labor raises wages in the cities, 
this sucks labor away from the 
farm s. Whereupon the farm er has 
to raise farm wages in order to com ­ 
pete with the cities. This in turn in­ 
creases las cusi of production, forc­ 
ing him to increase prices or go out 
of business. 
At present, the farm er can’t in­ 
crease prices because of OPA. So 
the 
governm ent, 
recognizing 
the 
injustice of his higher operating 
costs, gives him a subsidy. 
When 
this subsidy is rem oved, he will 
have to increase prices — unless 
operating costs are reduced. 
And 
the current strike wave is constant­ 
ly forcing up the cost of labor. 
AII this operates In a vicious 
circle. 
For, the 
m inute food 
prices go up, labor will come in 
for more wage increase, based 
upon the cost of living. 
Organized labor, of course, can 
better take care of itself. But un­ 
organized and unprotected are a 
great body of white-collar workers, 
unskilled labor, plus the m iddle­ 
class business men who get squeezed 
in between. This is the group which 
is getting sorer and sorer at labor. 
There was a tim e when they were 
sym pathetic, but not now. This is 
the red flag of public opinion which 
organized labor needs to watch. 
U. S. MARES TO EUROPE 
Biggest foreign purchase of horses 
since Mussolini drained the south­ 
west for his Ethiopian transport 
divisions is now taking place in the 
middle west. UNRRA is buying 16,- 
000 Am erican m ares for disposal in 
Greece, 
Yugoslavia, 
Poland 
and 
Czechoslovakia — countries 
from 
which the Nazis drove away most 
of the horse population. 
The m ares are being purchased 
under the supervision of the depart­ 
m ent 
of 
agriculture 
which 
has 
passed the job on to the Sparks- 
Norris horse and mule com pany in 
St. Louis, Owen Brothers in Mem­ 
phis, and Dean Bowns and W. L. 
Elder in Des Moines. Average price 
paid by UNRRA to the dealer is 
$77 and $97.50 per head. 
This has aroused criticism in the 
farm belt, because dealers are pay­ 
ing only $50 to $60 per horse, thus 
netting a profit of about $25 each. 
However, 
agriculture 
departm ent 
officials defend prices on the ground 
that dealers take a risk on sick 
horses, accidents during shipm ent, 
etc. 
The arm y paid an average of $165 
per head for horses during the war, 
but was more particular, rejecting 
horses for 
scars and 
blemishes. 
M ares now being purchased m ust be 
three to eight years old, broken 
for both work and riding. They are 
being shipped overseas from Balti­ 
m ore. New Orleans. Jersey City, 
and Portland, Me.
